But the Man Eater is Now Dead— 


Was an Army Scout in the 


Old Days. 


Denver, Colo, April 27.—The body 


of Alfred Packer, known as the "Man 
Eater," whose death occurred m Deer 
Creek canyon, was brought to Little- 
ton. Packer, who was an army scout, 
started to guide a party of five men 
from Salt Lake City to New Mexico 
in 1873. They became lost in the 
mountains where the snow was six 
feet deep, and Packer alone survived 
The bodies of the other five men were 
later found. Packer disappeared, but 
was cap*ured in 1883 
He was con- 


.victed of murdering his five compan- 
ions and was sentenced to 40 years' 
Imprisonment. He declared that in 
his absence one of his companions 
killed the others, and on his return 
attempted to kill him with a hatchet, 
whereupon he shot the man. Packer 
admitted that m order to keep from 
perishing he ate some of the human 
flesh. He was released on parole in 
1901. Packer was 64 years old.

The 
new models are most attractive in .black, navy, dark red 
and dark green taffeta, made with a pleated skirt and a 
natty little pony coat trimmed with braid. When stripes 
are developed in this style, the trimming takes the form 
of self bias strapping. Seams from the shoulders, making 
the coat semi-fitting instead of loose, will bring it to the 
pony model; then the seams must be trimmed with a 
fancy black braid and the neck finished with a collar 
of a contrasting material, as black and white silk, or passe- 
menterie, black and gold, appliqued on white. The sleeves 
could be the conventional coat model, or something more 
fanciful, as you prefer, as more latitude is allowed in the 
choice of a sleeve when the coat is developed from silk 
than when the material is cloth. If you decide upon an 
Eton, have it short, rather snug fitting in the back and 
straight as to fronts. The sleeves may be as fussy as you 
desire, and should not be longer than three-quarter length. 
Use all cuttings for little frills with which to trim collar,

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NTIL very warm weather sets in the fair sex is_ go- 


ing in strongly for wraps. Some of the new jack- 
ets seem almost a part of the frock, so unimportant 


are they in size. 
A few short widths left from the 


dress patterns are combined with silk or lace and behold, 
an up-to-date wrap is evolved! If the material for the 
costume does not hold out, then some fabric, harmonious 
or contrasting, is selected for the wrap: but some sort of 
short wrap -every woman must have. Many of the new 
designs show decided cape lines, with much fussiness in 
the trimming thereof, so it will pay to dig deep into attic 
trunks and bring out heirlooms of silk, lace and brocade 
long discarded as old style, for truly the new things are 
most "grandmotherish." 


With a rather severe style, of dark silk frock a coat of 


the same color makes a stunning suit that will look well 
during the spring. A silk wrap of this style gives little, 
if any, appreciable warmth, provided it is lined only with 
the thinnest of China silk. A three-quarter half fitted 
coat fairly long in the back and rounded off so as to be 
quite short in the front makes a good model. As strap- 
pin? of all kinds is in vogue, this jacket may be trimmed 


with wide bands or straps of the silk embroidered in the 
same shade as the suit. An all-over embroidered silk 
bolero would give a most attractive finish to a walking 
dress, and is quite appropriate with the most severe robe. 


Embroidered silk boleros are seen now with all styles of 


frocks and are especially effective with the voile gowns. 
As pongee is perhaps cooler than taffeta, the shirt-waist 
dress made of it may be strapped in some way with bands 
of taffeta, and then worn with a litte embroidered taffeta 
jacket. 
In all black this makes an exceedingly smart 


mourning costume, but is equally attractive in different 
shades. Veilings are fashionable this season, arid a plain 
taffeta jacket with a plain, figured or checked voile gown 
makes a pretty, useful suit. 


Here is an idea for the woman who makes Battenberg 


or Renaissance lace. A pretty little black coat, which 
would be as serviceable as it is chic, is a loose, straight 
model falling to the hip, of beautifully fine handmade 
lace. 
Fitting smoothly over the shoulders, it flares to 


rippling fullness lower, and the short full sleeve is made 
in one with the .body so that no armhole nor shoulder 
seam shows. 


The beauty of. the lace and the clever lines of the coat 


are its only trimming, aside from the finely pleated ami 
pinked frills of soft black taffeta, which border the fronts 
and bottom and finish the sleeves and neck. The fronts 
of the coat are cut away, beginning to round just below 
the throat line and curving back sharply at the hips. On 
each side of the front at the thr.oat are choux of plaited 
and pinked silk. 


Some of the new models have broad, handsomely em- 


broidered straps of the cloth starting from the shoulders, 
crossing at the bust and drawn around to fasten in the 
back. These hold the cape securely without its being fast- 
ened at the throat and are effective when they show be- 
tween the open fronts of the cape, especially when gleams 
of contrasting color are introduced into the embroidery 
of the wide, waistcoatlike straps. 


No. 1 shows a silk pony coat which can be bought for 


about $12.50, in black or any solid color taffeta silk, with 
raw silk braiding, and deep notched collar and cuffs, which 
are most .fetching. 
No. 2 shows the cape sleeve Eton,'. 


which comes in black, tan and an exquisite Delft blue. 
This shows, the popular slashed sleeve, outlined by braid

This shows 
the new pull braid in f'et pattern over black silk, .a fad 
much newer than Bat'.-nburg or Renaissance work/ The 
braid pattern is quite loose from the silk foundation save 
at the edges of the wrap. These come in black braid over 
black silk, black or brown braid over brown silk, and 
vary in price from twenty to twenty-five dollars. 


The fourth coat is the most reasonable of all, yet not 


the least useful. It show's taffeta silk, with collar, vest 
and cuffs of cloth, in tan or leather shade, with a touch of 
the popular filet lace.
